The call followed closely upon the 
president's warning that he would 
call a special session of the senate 
if that body adjourned without act- 
ing on the London naval treaty. 
That warning', coming at the time 
of a heat wave here, brought home 
'forcibly to senators the thought 
that a summer session would be un- 
comfortable and the more so since 
many are anxious to be home for 
primary and election campaigns. 
Strong sentiment has been de- 
veloping for adjournment immedi- 
ately after the final vote on the 
tariff, allowing the treaty to wait 
until next winter. But President 
Hoover's warning of an extra ses- 
sion injects new pressure in the 
situation. 


While protests against the tariff 
bill were still coming in, the United 
States tariff commission announced 
an analysis declaring "agriculture 
will benefit greatly by the new 
tariff bill."

W. H. Catlin Dies of 


Burns and Injuries; 
Machine Destroyed. 


LOS ANGELES, May 24— (UP)— 


, The third attempt of Lieut. Harold 
Bromley to become the first aviator 


i to span the Pacific ocean to Japan 
i ended late today in the 'death of 
W. H. Catlin, a pilot who was 
testing Bromley's huge Lockhefcd- 
Sirius plane at Muroc Lake on the 
desert south of here. 
Catlin died of burns and injuries 


suffered when the heavily loaded 
plane crashed to earth and was 
destroyed when its 912 gallons of 
gasoline caught fire. 
Bromley had intended to leave on 
the 
attempted 
crossing of the 


Pacific soon after completion of the 
tests which were being conducted 


I 
today. 
Catlin had taken off vrith gaso- 


line loads of 250 gallons and 600 
gallons just prior to the fatal trip 
on which he loaded the craft with 
more than 900 gallons. It was to 
have been the final test of the day. 
Bursts Into Flames. 
Por about a mile Catlin kept the 


plane about fifty feet from the 
ground. Observers said it then 
tipped, apparently from a sudden 
gust of wind. The flier had no time 
to right his plane before it side- 
slipped to the earth, striking wtih 
a roar and bursting into flames. 
Catlm was found unconscious near 


the wreckage. 
The accident was the third to 
interfere with Lieutenant Bromley's 
plans for an 
ocean hop from 


Tacoma, Wash., to Tokyo. A year

Improved public health conditions 
in Nebraska during 1929 sre dis- 
closed in a report emanating Sat- 
urday from the state vital statistics 
office which shows that there were 
298 fewer deaths in the state in that 
*ear than in 1928. Infant mortality, 
in line with the general trend, ex- 
hibits a decrease of 110 as com- 
pared with the previous annum. 
The number of deaths recorded 


for Nebraska last year was 13.374, 
of which 1.374 were children under 
one years old. In the infantile sec- 
tion "a remarkable record was made, 
the count being lower than in any 
other >ear since 1923.

Frederick James Kelly, at a special 
meeting of the faculty tonight, an- 
nounced his resignation as president 
ot the University of Idaho, citing 
iailure of the ••U-'te board of educa- 
tion to increase faculty salaries and 
"grant him a free hand in in- 
augurating his educational philoso- 
phies" at Idaho. 


Dr. Kelly charged that although 
in his contract the state board had 
agreed to faculty salary increases, 
"to bring the best teachers possible 
to Idaho," that the board had ve- 
toed ah his recommendations for 
increases in salary, ^ven his total 
appropriation being lower than last 
year. 


Dr. Kelly said there was alumni 
opposition to his athletic program 
and charged the board of education 
had "listened to outside group pres- 
sure'' and accepted recommenda- 
tions from such sources as weie in- 
compatible with his nolicies. 
Served Two Years. 
President Kelly came to Idaho 
June 12, 1928, from the University 
of Minnesota, where he was dean of 
administration and leading national 
authority on curriculum study and 
college administration. He formerly 
was at the University of Kansas. 
Hs told the faculty he has no 
plans for the immediate future, ex- 
cept to complete a curriculum study 
of the institutions of higher learn- 
ing in Oregon for the Oregon state 
board of higher education.

Rioters Loot Shops and 


Set Fire to Homes 


Of Hindus. 


LONDON. May 24— (ING)—Two 


natives were killed today and many 
injured in an outbreak of fierce 
rioting at Dacca, in Bengal pro- 
vince, 150 miles northeast of Cal- 
cutta, according to Exchange Tele- 
graph dispatches. 


The rioters, sweeping through the 


streets 
shouting 
their 
protests 


• against imprisonment of national- 
'ist leaders and the British govern- 
• ment's tax on salt, looted a number 
of shops and set fife to many cf 
. the Hindu houses. 
; A call for reinforcements was 
sent out by Dacca .authorities. 


BOMBAY, May 24—(UP)—A pro- 
cession and demonstration bv a 
large section of the city was staged 
late today as a preliminary to a 
secretly planned mass attack tomor- 
row of tne Wadala salt works. 


The raid will be the greatest yet 


made at the works near Bombay, 


• congress leaders said after a two- 
hour meeting of the war council. 
Despite the government's police pre- 
cautions to halt the raid in th1; 
.Wadala district, where 600 volun- 
teers already have been ariested. 
the independence leaders were con- 
fident of wide support for their 
plans. 


In addition to a partial hartal in 


•Bombay which added employes of 
railroad work shops and nulls to the 
•ranks of demonstrators, the conii- 
' dence of the leaders was increased 
by indications that Moslem leaders 
, would take a leading part in the 
i independence movement h e n c e 
forth. 
Although many Moslems 


have charged that success of the 
movement would be detrimental to 
.them because of the dominance of 
Hindus, it was arranged for forty 
Moslems to lead the Wadala raid. 


Moslems Urged to Join. 


. Furthermore, eighty moslem lead- 
• ers met at Karachi last night unrtpr 
the leadership of Moulvi Mahomed 
Saddig and passed a resolution urg- 


• ing Moslems to participate in the 
Independence movement. They ap- 
pealed to Moslems of Karachi and 
the Sind region—who have often 
clashed with Hindus in communical 
fighting—to follow oilt a program 
for propaganda against British rule, 
for picketing of liquor shops and 
for boycott of foreign goods, par- 
ticularly foreign clothes. 


The procession was held to "con- 


gratulate" the casualties in the salt 
raids, 
and 
the 
demonstrators 


marched 
through 
the 
principal 
streets of the native quarter to the 
Esplanade Maiden, where they held 
a meeting and heard fiery speeches, 
denouncing the British. 


The injured volunteers — some 


with their eyes closed as they lay 
stretched in ambulances snd others 
with garlands of flowers on their 
bandages—were cheered by crowds 
that jammed the streets and the 
square where the meeting was held. 
Leaders of the parade carried na- 
tionalist flags and 
representatives 


" of the Sikhs carried their nativ* 
.triangular flag of yellow.

was one Turkish national flag.

Rum Into U. S. 


Indicted in New York 


and Pleads Not Guilty 


To Conspiracy. 


NEW YORK, May 24—(I. N. S.)— 


With the arrest of Edward Tatham 
of London, director of a famous 
British wine manufacturing firm, 
the federal authorities believed to- 
nipht thev had nipped in the bud 


| an alleged conspiracy to bring fine 


wines and liquors into the United 
States for a select group of wealthy 
and socially •prominent persons. 


Tatham's ambitious scheme, ac- 


cording to Assistant United States 
Attorney Robert B. Watts, was to 
have wealthy persons here pick up 
his shipments in their own yachts 
at sea. The yachts were either to 
make trins to such rum rendezvous 
as St. Pierre Miquelon, the 
Ba- 
hamas or Cuba, or to meet the rum 
runners 
beyond ihe twelve-mile 
limit. 


Arrested on Train. 


The swanky young Englishman, 


who was arrested last night in a 
drawing room of the Toronto Lim- 
ited at Grand Central station, was 
arraigned today 
before 
Federal 


Judge Caffey on a charge of con- 
spir cy to violate the prohibition 
laws and held in $10,000 bail for 
further hearing on Tuesday. 


Tatham was secretly indicted by 


the federal grand jury last Wednes- 
day. 
His firm was also named in 


-the 
indictment.* Federal 
officials 


claimed Tatham and his associates 
planned to cperate their own fleet 
of boats along the Atlantic seaboard 
and to spread their agents through- 
out the country. 


The 
idea of utilizing private 
yachts for bringing in contraband 
liquor was inspired, it is believed, 
by the fact that such vessels are 
subjected to comparatively little su- 
pervision 
beyond 
inspection 
by 
health officials at Quarantine. 


Hearing Next Tuesday. 
' 


Tatham was in a philosophical 


mood whsn arraigned. He was nat- 
tily attired. His counsel entered a 
plea of not guilty. The hearing was 
adjourned until Tuesday to allow 
the attorney to familiarize himself 
with his client's case. 
Federal agents who arrested Tat- 
ham found a social register in one 
of his hand bags. He is said to have 
had a wide acquaintance with so- 
cially prominent persons and with 
members of yacht clubs. 
It was the first time that a Brit- 
ish company has been indicted in 
the courts of the United States for 
conspiracy to violate the prohibition 
laws. 
The conspiracy began in January,

MILAN. Italy, May 24—(DP)— 


Premier Benito Mussolini climaxed 
a. series of vigorous nationalistic 
speeches in Tuscany today when he 
summoned a crowd of 100,000 en- 
thusiastic demonstrators to "raise 
your banner; raise your musket," 
and be prepared for the future. 


"Today the Italian people are an 


armed people, sure of their destiny," 
the fascist premier shouted in the 
spirit of his leadership 
in the 


earlier days of the 
black shirt 


regime. "We must be prepared for 
any surprises of tomorrow." 
Shouts of "Down with France" 


were raised in the crowd that stood 
shoulder 
to 
shoulder 
in 
the' 
cathedral square, ignoring intermit- 
tent showers and cheering the pre- 
mier. 


Defends Fascist Regime. 
"I am the chief and the creator," 


Mussolini declared in defending the 
fascist regime. "And I will defend 
it (fascism) and promote its de- 
velopment." 
It was several'minutes before he 


cculd continue as the crowd shout- 
ed "Long live II Duce" and threw 
hats and papers into the air. 
Tlie premier whose recent speech- 


es have been criticized in 
the 
French press and in other countries 
as "sword rattling," referred to the 
reaction in foreign countries and 
military actions in foreign coun- 
tries. 


He criticized Italians who still 


wished to be under a "prime min- 
ister who spoke at banquets, in 
order to rid his'stomtfch of wind." 


I ar.d said the fascist regime was not 
' born "in the decomposition of par- 
liamentary tricks." 


"It was born through the bloody 


efforts of Mack shirts m revolution 
•which had gone through a struggle 
for a period of years," he said. 
"And 
we are sufficiently inform^ 


to know what they beyond our 
borders are prepared to do and to 
know what spirit dominates our 
neighbors." 


Again the cries of "Down with 
France" were heard from the crowd 
•before which the premier stood on 
a high, pulpit-like platform deco- 
rated with the tri-color and with 
fascist arms on red and gold velvet 
hangings.

The premier denied implications 
whirh he said were printed in the 
foreign press that his visit to the 
provinces was connected with the 
economic specification program. 


"We cannot deceive ourselves and 


must not deceive the people,''he con- 
tinued. "We are sure of our future 
because of our precise will and be- 
cause we prepare with all our 
strength so as not to be surprised 
by events. Raise your 
banner- 
raise your musket."

Request that Blanton be sworn 


was made by Representative Gar- 
ner of Texas, democratic leader, 
who said Blanton did not have his 
credentials, but that there was no 
question about his election to fill 
the vacancy caused by the death ol 
Representative Lee. 


Under Texas law, acording to 
Clancy, a member cannot be given 
credentials until thirty days alter 
election. Blanton. therefore, he said, 
can be kept out of the house until 
June 20. 


Campaign Methods Attacked. 


Blantop's method of campaign- 


ing, 
during which he is alleged to 


have assailed expenses of hoXise 
members designated to attend lu- 
nerals of deceased congressmen, is 
said to have aroused Clancy's ire. 
"I am reliably informed that Mr. 


Blanton issued advertisements and 
press statements in Texas that If 
and when elected he would immedi- 
ately rush to Washington and take 
stens to kill alleged unwise and 
vicious legislation which he- de- 
scribed wtfh intemperate language," 
said Clancy. 
"I believe in the recent campaign 
that Mr. Blanton has reflected on 
the honor, integrity and ability of 
the house and that he therefore 
does not come with clean hands to 
ask unusual privileges and cour- 
tesies from the house." 


Blanton Former Representative. 
Blanton was a member of the 


house for years before he sought 
the democratic nomination for sen- 
ate in the last campaign. He had 
announced his candidacy against 
the man who succeeded him, R. Q. 
Lee. When Lee died, he defeated 
Lee's widow for the unexpired term. 
Blanton was a stormy petrel in 
the house for years. He frequently 
prevented passage of legislation on 
the private and consent calendars, 
where objection of one member is 
sufficient to block a Mil. 
In 1921 Blanton was censured by 
the house for inserting a letter in 
the Congressional Record, which, 
his accusers alleged, was obscene. 
The censure vote was 293 to 8.

Her greatest 
scare, 
she 
said, 


came when she landed her second- 


hand Moth plane at Timor, across 
the Timor sea from Port Darwin. 
"I brought the plane down in the 


dark," Miss Johnson said. "Hardly 
had I climbed out of the cockpit 
when a lot of black men, carrying 
knives, swords, spears and every 
imaginable kind of primitive weap- 
on, dashed out of their little huts. 


Quivered from Head to Foot. 


"Gaping at my plane and chat- 
tering in their own incomprehen- 
sible language, their appearance so 
frightened me that I quivered from 
head to foot. 


"They were good to me. however 


j Naturally, I couldn't speak a word 
of their language, and they didn't 
Know a syllable of English, but in- 
stinctively they did the right thing. 


"They led me over miles of wild 


country, cutting a way for 
me 


through undergrowth and protect- 
ing me on all sides with their spears 
and swords, until we reached a iit- 
t!e mission church where an Eu- 
ropean pastor was stationed. 


"I need hardly say I was glad to 
see him."

of American meat concerns to gain 
control of Smlthfield market, Lon- 
don, England's meat center. 
Since Smithfield market opened 


60 years ago. the foreign meat 
trade has expanded until now 11 em- 
braces 80 per cent of the total. Lon- 
don requires 240,000 tons of meat a 
year, and the British Isles and Ire- 
land send only 40,000 tons to the 
market. 
American meat concerns are now 
busily engaged in negotiating for 
the purchase of the major meat: 
businesses in the market and it is 
feared that the tempting prices of- 
fered will result in American own- 
ership.

ters it was first believed that the

was the

Maiden. It was later said that it 
was the oil tanker Sabine Sun. Fi- 
nallv radio authorities established 
the fact that the damaged boat was 
the W W Bruce, which is not list- 
ed in Lloyd's 


Proceeding Under Own Power. 
Despite radio reports that the 


decks of the W W Bruce were 
awash and that it was rapidly sink- 
ing, it was later established that the 
boat could proceed under its own 
power and consequently was not m 
immediate danger 


The W W Bruce was rammed by 


thp British owned freighter, Scot- 
tish Maiden, radio stations here 
said, m a heavy fog 
It was be- 


lieved that no lives were lost. 


Naval authorities permitted the 


resumption of broadcasting shortly 
before 9 o'clock, after it had been 
established that there was no fur- 
ther danger of the W. W. Bruce 
sinking. 


The British owned Scottish Matf- 


en was proceeding to Newport 
News, Va, where it ™,'as understood 
that a thorough check will be made 
of the damage the ship sustained 
in the crash. This was believed 
slight, 
however, since 
messages 


failed to mention it. 


Radio Mentions No Injuries. 
. Drifting m a heavy sea, the 
American freighter slowly was car- 
ried toward the New Jersey coast 
after the crash.

If. however, the com- 
inc month is warm and humid, it 
will be favorable to greatly added 
damage. 
• The fly is now in the brown or 
flaxseed stage, nestled pt the bot- 
tom of the stalks of grani. During 
June a new brood of flies will 
emerge from this stage. It is this 
brood, some of which are already 
emerging, that would prevent the 
heads of the grain from filling if 
favorable weather permits rapid 
development of the fly. 


Many fields that now look ruined 


may turn out all right. Mr. Swenk 
declared Saturday.

mit them to stand. "Each field is 
a problem in Itself." he declared. 


He acknowledged that fields shuold 
be plowed in which infestation is 
fo great as to make it obvious that 
damage is so severe as to make 
the chances of a late corn crop 
better than the likelihood of a 
small gram crop.

Menace Predicted Last Fall. 


A thorough survey of the Hes- 


sian fly situation in the state was 
made last October, according to 
Mr Swenk 
At that time, he said, 


the fly had 
been building up 


abundantly and serious difficulty 
for this spring was predicted. The 
wide growth of volunteer wheat 
in southeastern Nebraska gave op- 
portunity for the fly to develop 
and spre'ad in the late summer and 
early autumn, he said. The ex- 
pected damage might have been to 
a large extent averted, he said, if 
there had been a generally de- 
layed sowing. On the contrary, he 
pointed out, the wheat seeding 
last fall was generally early. 


Fields planted late which may 
have been clear of the fly last fall 
might now be heavily infested as 
the result of the spread of the 
first spring brood which hatched 
out some time ago. laying the eggs 
which will soon come forth, Mr. 
Swenk stated. He pointed out that 
if two fields side by side were 
planted respectively on September 
10 and October 1 that the chances 
would be that last fall the fly 
would have been found only m 
the 
September 
planting. 
This 


spring, however, he showed, the 
fly might have spread so that the 
October planting was as severely 
affected as the earlier seeding. 


Says Every Stalk Infested. 
This, he believed v.as the answer 


to the difficulty raised by Guy Tal- 
bot in the problem taken Saturday 
afternoon to the county extension 


I agent's office. Talbot said that he 
' had a 30-acre patch of wheat in 
which every stalk was infested by 
the fly. all of which was planted 
later than other fields of his. It 
was planted after Septerber 20. 
Other fields planted earlier were 
not as badly damaged, he said. 


He reported at the county agents 


office that a similar condition ex- 
isted throughout the farming region 
in his vicinity both on South Four- 


I teenth street and on South Twenty-

Support Passage of 
Unemployment Bills. 


Calls On Hoover to Join 


In Effort tp Enact 
Legislation Now. 


WASHINGTON, May 24— (INS)— 


The public was asked to support the 
unemployment bills now in congress 
and see that they are passed before 
adjournment in a radio address to- 
night by Senator Robert P. Wag- 
ner, aemocrat, New York, author of 
the measures. 


He stressedj,he economic loss to 


the country through unemployment, 
and of the cost of his bills, he said: 


"Of course, carrying out this pro- 


gram will cost money. The long 
range plan bill authorizes an ap- 
propriation of $150,000,000 and the 
unemployment exchange bill $4,000,- 
000. 
These are big sums of money 


even for a country as large as the 
United States. But when you stop 
X) compare these figures with the 
cost of unemployment, then you be- 


come competent to judge in which 
way lies economy. 


"In one single month last winter 


factory workers alone lost in wages 
$200,000,000. In 
the 
first three 


months of 1930 it has been esti- 
mated that wage earners lost no less 
than a billion dollars in wages. If 


I by a little expenditure of thought 
land plan we can build a dam to 
shut off this Niagara of money 
tosses arising out of unemployment, 
is it not sound economy to do so? 
All Would Benefit. 


"Consider what it would have 


meant to the farmer, to the manu- 
facturer and in turn to the worker 
if this vast amount of purchasing 
power had not been withdrawn from 
the markets."

LAND VALUES 


Contends Prices Fixed 


By Condemnation 


Too High. 


For what is believed to be the 


first time in Nebraska history, tlw 
state Saturday appealed land val- 
ues as determined In a condemna- 
tion proceeding. The appeal was 
from values reached by appraisers 
on two parcels of land needed for 
the 
projected Lincoln-Valparaiso 


improved highway. 
The state several weeks ago in- 


stituted condemnation proceedings 
against three parcels of land near 
Raymond along the Union Pacific 
railway which were needed for the 
new highway. The state had been 
unable to reach an agreement as 
to values on two of the parcels. 
The third was forced into the con- 
demnation proceedings because it 
belonged to the Patrick 
Rohan 
estate, some of the heirs of which 
were minors. 
• 
This land was one of the two 
nai-cels on which the state Satur- 
day appealed from values set by 
the board of appraisers 
shortly 


after the condemnation proceed- 
ings were begun. The state had 
previously reached an agreement 
as to the value of the Rohan land 
•needed for the highway but the 
appraisers 
set a. figure several 


hundred dollars higher. The state 
is appealing to District court from 
this figure, hoping to secure a re- 
duction when the matter is tried 
before a jury. 
The other parcel of land on 


which the btate is making its ap- 
peal belongs to A. F. DeHart. It 
approved the value placed on the 
other piece of property involved in 
the condemnation action. The two 
appeals will be made separate ac- 
tions in District court in order to 
permit them to be heard sep- 
arately. 
County Judge Reid was unable 


Saturday to recall any previous 
occasion 
in 
this 
county 
and 


doubted if there had been any 
others in Nebraska' in which the 
state had appealed from a con- 
demnation proceedings. The usual 
practice for the state, counties, or 
municipalities 
when 
dissatisfied 


with values established by apprais- 
ers in condemnation proceedings, 
has been to let the proceedings 
lapse by failure to pay the money 
set. At a later date, new proceed- 
ings can then be started with hope 
that a new set or appraisers will 
give a lowered figure. 
The fact that the state plans to 


construct tlie new highway to Val- 
paraiso in the near future is be- 
lieved to have been responsible for 
choosing the appeal method In- 
stead at waiting until new con- 
demnation proceedings could be 
commenced.

Lady Griffin, was 
sired by Red Roy, son of Red

Much stress was placed by writ- 
ers for the daily press on the 
breeding of Gallant Fox, winner of 
the late Kentucky Derby. Those 
writers repeated the information 
that Gallant Fox was bred in 
Maryland. It is true that his breed- 
er was William Woodward of Bel- 
lair stud, Maryland, but his dam 
was shipped to Kentucky by her 


owner and mated with Sir Galahad 
III, imported from France. 


Not only was that true, but the 


dam was left in Kentucky until 
after foaling time, when she was 
again bred to the same stallion 
Technically speaking, Gallant Fox 
was bred by William Woodward 
(in Kentucky), Belair stud, Mary- 
land. That is the official manner 
of recording such matters with 
registrars of blooded horses.

We are reminded that Ed Corri- 
gan of Kansas City, Mo., won the 
Kentucky Derby in 1890, with Riley 
and that the race was worth $5,460, 
far less than Earl Sande received 
for winning in 1930.

NEBRASKA METHODISTS NEARING VISION OF GREAT HOSPIT AL IN LINCOLN WITH COMPLETION OF $150,000 ADDITIONAL WING ' 
T 


HE dedication of the new 
50 -bed 
wing of 
the 


B r y a n Memorial hospital 
Thursday will mark the sec- 
pnd milestone in the fruition 
of a ten year dream of Lin- 
coin and Nebraska Metho- 
dists to locate in this city one 
of their idealistic memorials 
to their faith. 


The ceremonies will take 


place from 2 to 4 o'clock 
Thursday 
in the 
hospital 


chapel and on the grounds. 
Bishop Frederick D. Leete of 
Omaha and Rev. Newton E. 
Davis, D. D., of Chicago, sec- 
retary of homes and churches 
of the Methodist conference, 
will officiate. 


It was just 2 decade ago that an 


inspired group subscribed about $4,- 
000 with which they hoped to buy 
a s.te at Thirty-third and Ran- 
dolon streets 
The Lincoln Metho- 


dist hospital, as they called it, was 
a vivid reality 
in their 
minds. 


Ho • ever, the size of the undertak- 
ing was such that cautious and de- 
1'beiatp planning 
was 
necessary. 


In 1922, the building had yet to be 
started, but its cause received 
the 


necessary impetus at that time 
v.hen 
William 
Jennings 
Bryan 


deeded his home atid a ten-acre 
tract at 
Fiftieth 
and 
Sumner 


streets to the hospital. 


$117,000 Subscribed. 


The following year, P. K. Sala. 


was appointed to lead a campaign 
for 
funds. 
Quietly and without 


publicity, he 
interviewed men 
of 


his denomination from all parts of 
the state, who subscribed $117,000. 


With that sum, the group was 


ready to start, 
building. Many of 


their number had been surgeons 
in the army, and they suggested an 
institution built on the unit plan. 
April, 1925 saw the letting of con- 
tracts lor tnree buildings, two units 
of the mam structure, and a heat- 
ing plant 
These were completed 


at a cost of $182,938 24. Equipment 
and furnishings entailed an expen- 
diture of an additional $53,74457. 
The old Bryan home was used as a

residence for nurses, making a 
complete 50-bed hospital. 
Besides 


the construction work, five acres 
of adjoining land were also pur- 
chased. 


This first milestone was complet- 


ed under the leadership of A. B. 
Talbot as president of the board. 
He was induced to accept this post 
in November, 1923, .and remains in 
the same capacity today. 
The 


ground had been broken for the units 
in Apnl, 1925, by Bishop F. T. 
Keeney, and the finished structures 
were formally 
dedicated 
in May, 


1926 by Bishop H. Lester Smith of 
Helena, Mont. The financial 
bur- 


den was temporarily lifted as the 


result of a drive led by Col Frank 
D. Eager, which netted $56,000 for 
the fund. 


More Room Needed. 


On June 6, 1926. the building was 


formally opened for patients. 
Dr. 


E. W. Rowe was chief of staff, as 
he is now, Dr. Ethel M. Laybourne 
was superintendent, 
and Myrtle 


Dean superintendent of nurses. In 
January, 1927, Miss Dean succeeded 
Dr. Laybourne to the general su- 
periniendency. 


The original capacity was 50 beds, 


but almost from the first day the 
demand for private rooms alone 
exceeded the available space. 
This 


pressure led to the planning of the 


new building recently 
completed. 


The drive started in November of 
1928 
brought m $83,700, and con- 


tracts for the unit were let Octo- 
ber 6, 1929- 


This 
structure 
faces 
Sumner 


street and is to be the nucleus of 
the proposed main building. 
It 


ad<Js another 50 beds capacity, be- 
sides office and laboratory space. 
Construction of this branch cost 
$128,047.25, and equipment $19,905. 


In this latest addition, are twen- 


ty-five private 
rooms, each with 
its own lavatory; six 2-bed rooms, 
with similar facilities: and a chil- 
dren's department divided into one 
room •with six beds, another with 


four, and an Isolation room. A 
modem patholoical laboratory was 
also provided. 


Vision Great Institution. 


Beside these quarters 
for pa- 


tients, space was made for class- 
rooms and a chapel for the nurses, 
a room in which records might be 
filed and a morgue where autop- 
sies may be held. Services are held 
for the nurses in the chapel every 
morning at 6.15 o'clock 


The new unit is only a two- 


story structure, but around and 
over it will be built some time in 
the future a 257 by 50 foot, six- 
story building. The board of di- 
rectors envisions a million dollar 


institution of 300 beds, and 
will 
seek to effect its completion 
as 


soon as possible. What has been ac- 
complished to date has been done 
on subscriptions of $398,749, 
ex- 


clusive of the Bryan property. 


The grounds surrounding 
the 


buildings are also being given at- 
tention 
Prominent among 
the 


landscaping are a number of black 
spruces planted by gold star moth- 
ers as memorials to the hero dead. 


To date, the hospital has admin- 


istered to 4,193 patients. Many of 
these have been unable to bear the 
expense and were given free treat- 
ment. Free service since the open- 
ing of the institution has cost it 


$23,316.20. Although this has been 
given irrespective of the creed of 
the patient, the Nebraska confer- 
ence of the Methodist church has 
contributed $18,531 for this pur- 
pose.

nrrFRINIDAD IS LAND OF THE HUMMING BIRD 


BEAUTIFUL TROPICAL ISLAND, SUPPLYING THE WORLD WITH ASPHALT, HAS STRANGELY CONGLOMERATE POPULATION.

C 


HRISTOPHER Columbus 
was in great distress on 


Trinity Sunday, 1498. It was 
the last day of July and for 
long hot and weary days he 
ha4 been looking for land. 
The terrific heat had opened 
the seams of his six leaky 
ships and on none of these 
was there more than one cask 
of water remaining. There 
was immediate need that he 
should find a place where his 
ships might be careened and 
recalked and where the water 
casks might be refilled. So 
the admiral made a vow that 
if he should sight land on this 
day he would name it in hon- 
or of the Holy Trinity. 


At about noon the welcome 


cry came from a sailor at the 
masthead and soon Columbus 
was able to discern three 
lofty peaks, apparently joined 
at the base. La Trinidad, the 
island was called at once, and 
the name has been retained tu 
this day. Trinidad is sepa- 
rated from the mainland of 
South America by the Gulf 
of Paria, and at both its north 
and south extremities the is- 
land extends to within a few 
miles of the Venzuelan coast- 
The south entrance to the 
gulf is kno»vn as the Ser- 
pent's Mouth and the north 
entrance is called the Drag- 
on's 
Mouth. 
Columbus en- 


tered through the former 
and as he did so he observed 
land off to the west. He had, 
on this third voyage of his, 
discovered a 
continent, but 


belfeting that it was but an- 
other island he called it Isla 
Sancta. so the earliest name 
of America was Holy Island. 


After remaining at Trinidad It 


few days Columbus sailed out of the 
gulf through the Dragon's Mouth. 
seeing whai he believed was an- 
other 
island,

Island of Grace He sent men ashore 
to ta'xe possession of it in the name 
of his sovereigns, while he remained 
in his cabin and dreamed

Most people in the United States 


know of Trinidad as the land of 
asphalt, if they know nothing else 
about it. The first paving ever put 
down in Nebraska, aside from a few 
blocks of macadam, was on Doug- 
las street between Fourteenth and 
Fifteenth streets, in Omaha 
This 


was in the early '80s, and the ma- 
terial was Trinidad asphalt. It was 
put down by the Barber Asphalt 
Co, which on Feb. 1, 1888, obtained 
the exclusive concession to take 
asphalt from the island for a period 
of forty-two years. 
It had pre- 


viously, however, been obtaining the 
asphalt 
under another 
contract 


This later franchise was just expir- 
ing when we visited the island and 
the question of renewing it was 
causing a great deal of discussion. 
The island government has received 
a tremendous revenue from the con- 
cession. 


The Asphalt Lake. 


We left our ship -at LuBrea, at 


which point the so-called pitch lace 
is located, about a mile from the 
coast. As a matter of fact it isn't 
a lake at all, more resembling the 
bed of a shallow pond or swamp, 
which has dried up. It is about 110 
acres in extent, and the surface is 


are sent to the dock on a cable 
tram. Formerly the asphalt was 
loaded loose in the holds of the 
ships, but this system has been al- 
most entirely done away with. The 
barrels are put together at the fac- 
tory. 


A Prosperous Island. 


Trinidad is apparently the most 


prosperous of the West Indies, and 
of course the revenue derrved from 
the asphalt concession has much to 
do with this. There are also many 
highly productive oil wells, from 
which the government obtains an 
incqme, while its planters are as 
progressive and enlightened as those 
of any country, north or south. The 
highway from LaBrea to Port of 
Spain, the capital, is entirely paved 
with asphalt, the distance being 
sixty miles, and on either side may 
be seen extensive plantations of 
cane; coccanut and cacao. 


The area of the island is 1.852 


square miles and the population is 
366,000 one-third of these being 
East Indians. These, in their pic- 
turesque costumes, may be seen 
along the highways in any part of 
the island, and in fact there are 
whole villages of them. For their 
industry they are much esteemed 
by the whites, but the negroes 
little use for them, and for the same 


many have returned to their native 
land. 


The entrance into Port of Spain 


from the interior is more impressive 
than from the sea, for as the city is 
located upon an almost level plain, 
little above the surface of the har- 
bor, little of it can be seen from 
the ship except the foliage of the 
trees, with which the streets are 
lined, and an occasional church 
spire 
Coming in from the land 


side. howeverr one passes the gov- 
ernor's mansion, set back in the 
wonderful botanical garden, one of 
the mosf gorgeously beautiful places 
that imagination wi'd 
picture. 


Across the highway from the gar- 
den is Queens park, a tract of 200 
acres, in which every evening hosts 
of men and bays may be seen en- 
gaged in games of cricket, polo and 
other sports. At either end of the 
park are fine residences and clubs, 
in grounds of rarest beauty, and on 
the side nearest the business section 
is the Queens Park hotel, one of the 
finest 
hostelries in 
the 
West 
Indies. 


Finding A New Dish. 


It was at this hotel that we nad 
our first introduction to "cho cho." 
As it lay on the plat* it had the

There are two daily newspapers 


m the city, and one of them, the 
Gazette, was founded in 1825. Its 
owner believes that it has been 
published continuously longer than 
any other in the western hemi- 
sphere. 


Port of Spain has had two disas- 


trous fires, the first in March 1808, 
and the other in March, 1895.' Fol- 
lowing each the city was rebuilt 
more beautifully and substantial- 
ly than before. At the time of the 
first conflagration all of the build- 
ings were of the most flimsy con- 
struction, and practically 
all of 


them were destroyed, entailing a 
great deal of distress. When the 
second occurred, however, it was 
confined to the 
business section, 
and as those whose property was 
consumed were reasonable well in- 
sured, there was no suffering. Ma- 
rines and sailors from a 
United 
States warship in the harbor assist- 
ed in subduing this blaze, and even 
better buildings than those that 
had been 
destroyed, took their 
places. 


Near to the capital is the coolie 
village of st James, in no way re- 
sembling the Chinatowns of San 
Francisco or New York. It is like a 
section from Ceylon, except that 
racial mixture is discernible. As a 


though the Church 
of England 


and the Roman Catholic church 
have the 
greatest memberships. 
There are many Hindu mosques. 
On our drive from LaBrea to Port 
of Spain we detoured to visit the 
Catholic church at the hill village 
of Tortuga, whose little Catholic 
church contains a black Virgin,

capital of the 
island, and San 


Fernando, the second largest city 
in Trinidad. 


lUleigh Adventure. 


The old capital was burned to the 


ground by that swaggering adven- 
turer and 
buccaneer. Sir Walter 
Raleigh, who put every member of 
the small garrison to the sword, be- 
cause, as he'said, he did not want 
to leave an enemy in the 
rear, 


when he went across to the main- 
land to ascend the Orinoco river in 
quest of the fabled city of Manoa, 
whose streets were said to be paved 
with gold, and 
where 
precious 


stones were reputed to be as plen- 
tiful as pebbles in the bed of a 
mountain brook. This was in 1595, 
and Raleigh left his ships at Trini- 
d?<1, crossing the gulf ui small 
boats, in which he ascended the 
mighty river. He was entranced

Trinidad is cacao, and great groves 
of the trees which bear tthe

These trees do not grow to a grea« 
height, and like the coffee bush 
they are very sensitive. So taller 
and more hardy ones must 
be 


planted to shade them. 
The one 
most frequently us»"d for this pur- 
pose is the Bois Immortel, which 
grows rapidly and tall. In cooler 
weather it drops all of its leaves, 


j and suddenly its topmost 
boughs- 


burst into blooms of 
the 
most 


gorgeous coral red or deep orange. 
And there stand the great 
bare, 
gaunt branches, holding this won- 
drously beautifully 
umbrella over 


the world's chocolate cup. 
Source of Chocolate. 


As we pass along through thb 
grove we behold the cacao trees 
laden with pods about four inches 
long and of the circumference or a 
large banana. 
Some of them are 


red, some yellow and still others 
green. These are full of beans, or 
seeds, about the size of a lima bean, 
and when the fruit is ripe these are 
remo\ed. They are allowed to sweat 
or ferment for a few days in boxes, 
and then poured out onto a floor. 
The pulp, known as "muck," ad- 
heres to them, and to remove this 
through the bean.-, in their 
bare 


feet. This has the desired effect, 
and thereafter the beans are put out 
into the sun to dry. 


After they have been thoroughly 
dned they are shipped to all parts 
of the world ana ground into tne ! 
cocoa and chocolate of couum-rte. 
The natives grind the beans them- ' 
selves and say that their product is 
much richer than that which can 
be purchaped in the shops. 
i 
The government of Trindad is' 
progressive in every way. Near San 
Fernando is located the Colleee of 
Tropical Agriculture, which is* car- 
rying on a work of great interest to 
all that part of the world. It was 
rounded in 1921, and has on its staff 
professors of entomology, mycology, 
bacteriology, botany, genetics, chem- 
istry, agronomy, economics and su- 
gar technology. 


It receives some assistance from 


the British government, but is sup- 
ported mainly by the West Indian 
coloniesj.who asked that they might 
be taxed for its support. Of course 
the Yankees could not be kept out 
of such an enterprise, so the Rock- 
efeller foundation contributed S5.000 
a year for five years toward the es- 
tablishment of a chair of sanita- 
tion and hygiene and the Carnegie 
corporation gave $5,000 toward the 
equipment of a library. 
i 
' Trinidad is a nch and beautiful 
island, and the English who have 
lived there for generations love ic 
and have faith in it. They would 
not exchange their let for that of 
any other people on earth. Th^ug'i 
the Spaniards had possession iro/n 
the time of the discovery in 
HS8. 
until 1797, they accomplished noth- 
ing 
French refugees had flocked 


from the other islands, many <tt 
these establishing permanent resi- 
dence and being the founders 
of 
French families now to be found 
there in considerable numbers. 


On February 16, 1797, Admiral 


Harvey and Sir Ralph Abercromby 
sailed into the Gulf of Paria. and 
during that night the Spanish ad- 
miral; Don Sebastian Ruiz de Ap- 
odaca. Burned his own ships to the 
water's edge. Two days later, with- 
out offering any serious resistance. 
Governor Chacon surrendered the 
island, which has ever since 
be- 


longed to England. Nelson came 
into the Gulf of Paria in 1805 in 
pursuit of the French and Spanish 
fleet, but learned that he had been 
sent on a bad trail, so he tore bacK 
across the Atlantic, overtaking his 
quarry at Trafalgar, with what re- 
sults all tha world knows. 


Farewell Trinidad. 


One hales to tear ones;" away 


from Trinidad. It comes nearer to 
having an American atr than any 
other place in the south, yet it Is 
different. All of the signs are print- 
ed in English, but it seems rather 
odd io see on the dead walls and 
elsewhere, notices to "Stick no 
bills.' Then, all of the streets have 
English names, such as Piccadillv 
and others, and the people 
play

A hundred rears ago 
the pioneers besan leaving their 
eastern homes to trrk across the 
continent, .seeking new homes in 
the west. 


So much has hern ncomplishcd in 
this century of settlement. 
Ne- 


braska is now a state sixty-three 
vpars old and pars <juf homage to 
th? cOd trail that brought so many 
ol its sftUn-s.

county, some sixty-Jive markers 
have been erected in this statr.

Same of the hardest fighting witJi 


the Indians took place at

river and east from Lewellen. also 
holds historical memories. As one 
approaches from the north there is. 
on the richt in the litUe cemetery,

A branrh of the trail went along 


the north side of the river, passed ' 
Court House and Jail Rocks, south 
of Bridgeport, where it joined the 
trail made by those who had gone 
by way of Ash Hollow. Picturesque 
Chimmney Rock, so famous ttr trail 
days, is just south of Bayard. These 
great landmarks could be seen for 
davs enroutp. for it nrnst be re- 
membered t>»t Oregon Trail cara- 
vans mcn-pd only about a dozen 
miles a day.

only the bare tops of the wagons • 
might be soen bv an observer s 
short distance sway. It was at this 
point t^at the path left Ux- state 
and crossed over into Wyoming en- 
route to Fort Laramie, 


An interesting character of these 
early days was Ezra Meeker who 
made the long Journey in 1852 as a 
pioneer to Oregon. In 1906 he re- 
traced his steps along the trail with 
an ox-team, automobile and air- 
plane, and urged the present gen- 
eration to recognize the historical 
significance of the old trail, as well 
as erecting markers him<#lf along 
the way. His picture is 
shown 


above in front of Chimney 
Rock- 


taken on his return trip in 1905. 


Twenty thousand 
men, women 


and children lost their lives aloSg 
this trail, but only one marked 
grave has been found. This is the 
grave of Rebecca Winters at Scotts- 
bluff. It was marked with her name 
and the date. 1852. on a wacon tare 
where it remains to this day. In 
3899 when a party of engineers 
were laving out the roadbed for the 
railroad, ther retraced thdr steps 
lor over a mOe in order not to have 
the road cross the crave. The picture 
is shown above as the grave has 
be*n marke of! alongside ol the 
tracks. 


So one can follow the trail arross 
Nclraska entering from the south- 
east, aJonc the Plaite river axid out 
r>f tie f-'ate near Sroitsblulf. Today 
highways o-?.nect »H parts of the 
which are the historical markers, 
which may 5>e rirred alone the 
road from comfortable touring cars.

'Outpost of Lincoln.' 


After this glowing tribute to Lin- 


coln it is not surprising to read 
that Crete "is a sort of western 
outpost of Lincoln." It is stated, 
however, that "though the birth of 
Crete may be said to date from 
1871, it is already quite an import- 
ant distributing point for lumber, 
coal and other staple supplies." 
The view at Crete shows a few 


frame buildings planked down in 
the middle of practically nothing 
with the Blue river in the back- 
ground. The most pretentious build- 
ing is an academy, "the corner 
stone of which was laid in June, 
1871, by a delegation from 
the 


Congregational 
convention, 
then 
sitting in Lincoln, and who came 
to Crete in the first passenger train 
thither." The residence of Colonel 
Doane, railroad superintendent for 
whom this academy was named 
later, also is shown in the back- 
ground. 


There are numerous views of 
scenes near Crete. In one, "Look- 


• ing Down the Big Blue." a train is 
shown and the text explains "Less 
than a year ago the locomotive first 
swept along there, but it has al- 
ready started villages for a hun- 
dred miles further west. 
Indians To Disband. 
"The Beatrice branch was com- 


pleted near the end of the year 
1871, and so was the best of Christ- 
mas gifts to that village, which had 
long sat isolated, watching for the 
pioneer locomotive. This branch 
will 
grow 
southward, 
striking 
through the Otoe reservation; for, 
as those Indians become more 
civilized, they will petition congress 
to abolish their tribal organiza- 
tion, as some Wisconsin tribes did 
last year." 
Elsewhere a reference is made to 
the native Americans as follows: 
"Nearly eight years ago, one day 
in August, 1864. the valley of the 
West Blue, and every hamlet north 
and south of it in all that broad 
region between the Platte river and 
the Republican, were the scenes of 
Indian ambush and massacre. Many 
solitary individuals, and even small 
parties were killed, others were car- 
ried captive. The Red Men were 
emboldened to this attack by the 
Civil war then raging, and provoked 
to it by the spread of white settle- 
ments. But before the sun set on 
that day, convinced that their at- 
tempt was all in vain, they fled, 
and have never since made any or- 
ganized assault in Nebraska. With 
the Indian has gone his giant 
game, the buffalo, and the buffalo 
grass. The vanishing of the grass 
some attribute to the increasing 
rain, as the buffalo variety thrives 
best in the most arid regions. But 
others say that buffalo grass, grow- 
ing in patches, is crowded out by 
the tame grasses, self-sown between 
and overshadowing them." 
Seward, the writer declares, was 


much talked of for the seat of the 
capital of Nebraska. Of a view look- 
ing northwest 
from Seward he 
writes, "Notice the uplands in thick 
folded ranges dove-tailed into one 
another. In the rank herbage the 
cattle either stand despairing of 
making any impression on it, or lie 
down unable to bear the weight of 
their own fat. The more the river 
winds, the longer are the lines of 
wood, and the more 'ox-bows,' 
where, when fences are deemed 
necessary, a rod of fence will en- 
close an acre of land." 
Well Sweep Pictured. 


"Sod House and Prairie, With 
Cattle, Near Waverly," is another 
view. Besides the sod house, an un- 
usual article in this drawing is the 
New England well-sweep, which it is 
admitted was not the common Ne- 
braska style. The writer also tells 
that emigrants 'do not ordinarily 
have camp fires as depicted but in- 
stead "build their fires in a hole 
cut through the greensward and 
hang their kettles on a bar stretched 
from sod to sod, unless their fuel is 
buffalo chips." 
The most thriving village depicted 
in the pamphlet is Pleasant Hill in 
Saline 
county. It 
is 
described 
as "one of those magic villages 
which the extension of the railroad 
causes to grow up as it were in a 
night. Here are five and twenty 
roofs where there were lately none 
—net even the dug-out, which is a 
hole in the ground with a roof over 
it." 


Describing Salt creek at Ashland 
the pamphlet says that the village 
is such as you vrcmld expect from 
the $15,000 school house which is 
shown in the illustration. "Two 
churches are in building, and the 
court house, newspaper, and bank; 
are more than a year old. The mill, 
near which the artist sketched ob- 
tains never failing water power by a 
short and low dam. None of the Ne- 
braska views are better worth paint- 
ing than those here, and no lands 
are more fertile. In some fields last 
year the yield of corn was nearer a 
hundred than ninety bushels on a 
single acre, while more than 1100 
kernels grew on a single ear." 
nerd Law Praised. 
The "Wauhoo vallev" north of 
Ashland is depicted in another il- 
lustration. Explaining 
the fence 


j portrayed there the writer says It 
| was built before the herd-law era. 
i 
"It has often been proved to be 


, cheaper to fence cattle In than out 


I —or to fence cattle with dogs and 


i boys, by day. and corrals by night. 
l than to fence stock by sawed boards 
: and live hedges," the pamphlet de- 
clares in telling of the benefits of 
the herd law. "It was shown some 
years ago. in a report to the legis- 
lature of Illinois, that fences in that 
state had cost more than houses. 
Yet change is difficult. A new coun- 
try is the place to realize a new 
idea. Hence Nebraska is the first 
state to fence cattle in instead of 
out. on a grand scale. The experi- 
ment is carried out by the herd law 
which makes every man liable for 
tne damage done by his catUe. even 
in unfenced fields, and allows the 
catUe to be seized as security for 
indemnity." 


"A life-like pr«*»ntative of a 
farmer breaking new prairie 10 
miles east of Lincoln- is pictured 
and in de<«ribing farming condi- 
tions to the Easterners who were 
being urged to come to the west, the 
pamphlet reads. "The sods turn 
such a somersault that they lie flat 
as a plank walk, and black as a 
pitch pavement. Some plowmen pre- 
f*r to see them kink. The wave of 
th» prairie, sweeping off in more 
billows than we can count is true 
to nature. Corn is dropped and cov- 
ered by every third furrow, or in 
hiles m'Jde with an axe or «padc in 
the turned sod. or m harrowed soil 
with a corn planter." 


Told'of H«cr Prom. 


Possibijity of huge returns are 


held out. "Between Turkey creek 
and the neighboring station. Dor- 
chester, is the farm 'of Edward 


Jones, which, he boasts, paid for it- 
self by its produce the first year," 
the pamphlet points out. "His crop 
of corn in 1871. according to his es- 
timate, amounted to forty-three 
bushels per acre, worth, even at 25 
cents a bushel. $10.75. which is thir- 
ty cents more than the cash price of 
his land."

THE PIRATE CITY IS ENGULFED 


Port Royal, Jamaica, was one of 


the wealthiest and wickedest cities 
in history. 
Thomas 
Babington 
Macaulay called it "the richest city 
in the world." ' It was, for genera- 
tions, the capital of the buccaneers 
of the western world. Thence sailed 
most of the great expeditions of 
organized pirates lor the sack of the 
rich cities of the Spanish Main, arid 
thither returned the spoilers, laden 
with spoil.

The 
women who prey upon such hard 
livers and loose spenders were more 
numerous in Port Royal than they 
ever were in ancient Rome.

j Port Royal was corrupt beyond any 
i modem conception of corruption. 
! The governors of Jamaica were rep- 
resentatives of the British Crown, 


i yet they openly sold protection of 
their batteries and harbor to pirates 
who were legally subject to hang- 
ing by any government anywhere. 
Thesa Jamaica governors shared 
the spoil the pirates brought in, 
and there was no secret about any 
of their corrupt transactions. Port 
Royal was rolling in stolen gold. 
And one day, in the height of the 
city's shameful prosperity, it was 
swallowed up by the sea. 
I am surprised that the story is 
not more widely used by evangelists 
and reformers.

TRAINING SCHOOLS FOR SPEEDERS. 


Only a few nights ago an automobile in which two 


young men and two girls were riding whizzed down 
South Sixteenth strete at a speed of not less than 
forty miles an hour. Had the driver been compelled 
to stop at the intersection to permit traffic to cross 
it would have been humanly impossible for him to 
have averted an accident. Fortunately the streets were 
deserted, although the hour was not late, and the 
speed-crazed autolst escaped a crash.

Innumerable examples of abuse of the 
privileges of arterial streets are to be seen by any- 
one who take the trouble to study automobile traffic.

But | same necessities for cautionT prudence and care that 
when the Douglas county delegation rams through a 
series of "salary hikes" for the benefit of its over 
worked officials, the effects of that legislation should 
have been confined solely to that county. 


If the Lancaster county board decides to put .the 


salary schedules for counties with a population of 
over 100,000 into effect, six officials will draw an ad- 
ditional $5,400 from the public till each year. In ad- 
dition two new offices will be created—a public de- 
fender and a jury commissioner, costing an additional 
$4,600. So automatically the salary burden for gov- 
ernment in Lancaster county is increased $11,000 an- 
nually simply because the census reveals we have a 
few hundred in excess of 100,000 people instead of a 
few thousand less than that figure. Does anyone 
pretend to believe that the duties and responsibilities 
of the public officials have increased sufficiently to 
justify such action? Would even those who may bene- 
fit by reason of it suggest their labors have increased 
to such a degree in the last twelve months that the 
raises are merited? Or must they, along with the 
rest of us conclude that their good fortune must be 
charged to a big-hearted legislature?

The utter viciousness and incompetency which has 


characterized legislative action with respect to salary 
matters can be set forth in another fashion. 


Had the Lancaster county population been 140,000, 


instead of 100,305, we would have had six probation 
officers upon our hands with nothing for them to do. 
That is some more of tire Douglas county legislation 
to provide jobs for the deserving. It likewise would 
discover the salaries of other officials measureably 
increased. So long as the 
suffering taxpayers of 


Douglas county want to send legislators to Lincoln 
to spend their time in securing legislative approval 
for the creation of more public jobs no one here or 
elsewhere in the state should complain. But the tax- 
payer outside of Douglas does have a right to de- 
mand that hereafter such measures shall be so word- 
ed that it will not reach Into their pocketbooks along 
with submissive and generous property owners of that 
county. 


Under the terms of the law the Lancaster county 


surveyor will jump from $2.000 a year to $3,500; the 
sheriff from $2.500 to $4,000; the assessor from $1,800 
to $3,000 and the three members of the county board 
of commisisoners from S2.100 to $2,500 each. Lan- 
caster county will also be honored with a new officer 
—a public defender—drawing $3,600 a year, and a 
second new jobholder—a jury commissioner, entitled 
to draw $1,000 annually. With reference to the pub- 
lic defender and its need, there is the testimony of 
the present county attorney that in the four years he 
has held office, the total outlay for such a purpose— 
that is legal counsel for those unable to hire attor- 
neys—has not exceeded $1,500. In other words it has 
'been less than half as much in four years as it Is 
now proposed shall be paid annually.

If all people could be depended upon to use ordi- 


nary horse sense the speed limit on arterial highways 
could be safely increased. There are times when a 
higher speed than the law permits would .not be dan- 
gerous. But experience has demonstrated a certain 
portion of the public will take advantage of any 
higher speed concession and endanger lives. Mayor 
Love is on sound ground when he voices disapproval 
of raising the maximum. It is high enough to en- 
able people to reach their destinations in a short 
time. No situation has arisen to require a change. 
It should be the objective of all traffic regulations 
to safeguard life. 


ALONG THE CHISHOLM TRAIL. 


There is a concession to the romantic side of the 


American people in the proposal to perpetuate the 
famous Chisholm trail through the construction of a 
broad paved highway from South Texas to Abilene. 
Kansas. Already a portion of the highway has been 
built and it seems probable that the remaining links 
will receive approval. 
For markers the highway 


commissions will erect the painted head of a long- 
horn steer. 


Slightly more than a half century ago the Chisholm 


trail echoed to the hoofbeats of thousands of head 
of longhorns. When the Union Pacific built stock- 
yards at Abilene Kansas, it contracted with Jesse 
Chisholm to plow a furrow across a part of Kansas 
and part of Indian territory to sen'* as a marker for 
the cowboys who brought thousands of head of cat- 
tle northward to the market. From all parts of the 
Texas range these cattle converged upon Chisholm 
trail, lifting mighty clouds of dust to the skies as they 
slowly moved forward. . It was a dramatic spectacle 
which thrilled the spectator and which furnished the 
theme for some of the epic stories of the old West.. 


In later years the Chisholm trail led into Nebras- 


ka when the sandhill range opened up. From Abilene 
it wound north and west to Ogallala, and then on to 
the Yellowstone and finally to Canada. 


Only the autoist gifted with facile

old scenes which were a part of the Chisholm trail.

Worth Remembering, 


Only those .tubes for which the set 


is designed should be used in A. C. 
receivers. These power sets are 
carefully designed to see that the 
proper values of filament voltage, 
plate and grid voltage are im- 
pressed on the tubes. Making a 
change of different tubes would not 
only cause improper values of vol- 
tage, but would also throw the val- 
ues out on the remainder of the 
tubes. It is entirely impracticable 
to attempt to modify the set to ac- 
commodate different types of tubes.

sensitive/ They are able to bring

In many cases this is because the 
antenna" or ground, or both, are not 
?s good as they should be. With a 
perfect antenna and ground system 
this would not be likely to happen. 
Also if an attempt is made to tune 
in on distant stations under these 
freak conditions, the attempt is 
usually unsuccessful. 


Experience Necessary for Success- 


ful Repair Work. 


For the person who is ambitious 
to repair or improve the operation 
of modern sets, it is absolutely nec- 
essary that he has a general work- 
ing knowledge of what part each 
unit plays in the process of recep- 
tion. This is just as important as 
his kit of tools and soldering iron. 
If the modern receiver is dissected 
in this fashion it is seen to consist 
of the pickup— coraprising the an- 
tenna and ground— a multi-stage 
radio frequency amplifier, detector. 
audio amplifier, reoroducing unit or 
loud speaker and the "A." "B". and 
"C" supply units. Thus it becomes 
obvious that there are eight distinct 
unit? which go to make up what 
the fan ordinarily knows as a re- 
ceiver. It

Will Rogers, America's 
favorite 


humorist, once broke horses for the 
British army in Africa for $10 a 
month. 


Will, who is reputed to 
be the 


'highest paid star on the radio, now 
makes more in a minute than he 
did in a month in those exciting 
days. 
He receives about $5,000 or 


$500 a minute for his Sunday night 
broadcasts, which are heard over 
the Columbia network at 8 o'clock, 
central standard time. 


The little-known story of Rogers' 
adventures in the dark continent 
came to light only recently. He 
was 21 when the desire to roam 
overwhelmed him- Even at that 
age he had made money, since the 
cattle raising business in Oklahoma 
had prospered. 


Having accumulated about $12,000 


in cattle 
deals, 
Rogers 
planned 
with one of his chums to go to 
South America, settle in Argentina 
and pioneer. They traveled to New 
New Orleans, where Rogers looked 
over the first big city he had ever 
seen. They found a boat and de- 
cided to go to Argentina via Lon- 


don- They had heard of London 
and thought it might be bigger 
even than New Orleans. 


Rogers and his chum started to 


see the sights and their $12,000 
dwindled fast. The prince of Wales, 
who grew up to be one of Rogers' 
friends, wasn't there to greet hint 
and laugh at him that time. In 
fact, few in London were laughing 
then. The Boer war was on. 
South Africa sounded as good as 


South America to Will and besides, 
there wasn't much left of the $12,- 
000. 
Rogers shipped 
to 
South 


Africa in the British army. 


The 
experience he gained In 


Africa changed the whole course of 
his life. Rope handling was novel 
in South Africa fcnd it later secured 
for him a position 
with Wirth's 


circus. 
Working with horses and 
doing his rope stunts, he traveled 
to New Zealand, Australia and fin- 
ally reached San Francisco—broke. 
But the experience learned at the 


humble salary of $10 a month, 
Rogers later turned to real advant- 
age to climb to the very top of the 
ladder- 


President Hoover Has Addressed 


Microphone Nearly Fifty Times 


Radio, the instrument of commun- | 


Ication which President Hoover as 
secretary of commerce did much to 
promote during its infancy, has 
brought the president's voice to al- 
most every citizen of the United 
States. 
Records of the National Broad- 
casting: company in Washington dis- 
close that President Hoover has ad- 
dressed the radio audience twenty- 
two times in the fourteen 
months 
he has headed the nation. President 
CooJidge, in his entire seven years 
in office, spoke over the radio but 
thirty-seven times. 


Speech making over the radio was 
not new to Mr. Hoover when he be- 
came president. He made his first 
radio talk in 1924. From 1924 until 
he became president, Mr. Hoover 
made twenty-three radio speeches. 
In all, he made,forty-five appear- 
ances before the microphone. 


I President Coclidge made many of 
' his radio addresses from the study 
in the white house. However. Presi- 
dent Hoover has only spoken over 
the radio twice from the executive 
mansion. Most of Mr. Hoover's radio 
talks have bean picked up 
from 


various points in Washington, while 
half a dozen of the addresses were 
made outside of Washington. 
President Hoover's addresses are 
always read from manuscript. 
On 
occasions when he is addressing two 
audiences, a group of people in front 
of him and the radio audience, a 
special speaker's stand is used. This 
stand, designed by an engineer of 
the 
National Broadcasting com- 


pany, is so constructed

Filtering devices- connected be- 


tween the lieht socket and the set 
are designed to eliminate Interfer- 
ence that may be introduced into 
the receiver through the lighting 
circuit.

buccaneer fleet outfitting for an-

wreckage. The watchers saw houses 
sink into yawning chasms that 
opened in the ground near the 
ocean front, and saw some of these 
houses, with their inmates, almost, 
immediately thrust up and out again 
by the inrush of sea water from 
underneath. 
In Jamaica, near the town of 


Green Bay, you may see at this day 
the tombstone of Lewis Galdy, who 
was a very young man at the time 
of the destruction of Port Royal. 
The story on the stone relates how 
Galdy was swallowed up in one of 
the great cracks in the earth, and 
spewed up again in the manner just 
described. He lived to be eighty 
years old. 
The Rector, In letters to his 


friends in England, described how 
many persons fell into the cracks 
in the earth up to their necks, and 
were there squeezed to death by 
the closing up of the fissures in the 
following tremors. 


A few ships that remained afloat 
in the harbor became refuges for 
for persons who found themselves 
swimming about in the water. Some 
of these vessels were sent far in- 
land by the tidal waves that follow- 
ed upon the pnnicpal shocks of the 
quake. 


Two mountains on the outskirts of 
the city, divided from one another 
by "a narrow valley along which fa.n 
one of the roads leading to Port 
Royal from the countryside, toppled 
toward each other. Together they 
filled up the valley. 
There was a great house nestling 
against the foot of a precipice, on 


I the edge of the city. It was oc- 
cupied by a notorious villain who 


) kept many slaves and was known for 
his debauchery. 
The great face of 
the cliff bowed forward, broke and 
a veritable mountain of rock buried 
house, master, slaves and guest, far 
yond the possibility of ever bein.; 
dug out. Oh. there were plenty of

Suddenly the watchers saw the 
.slopping bayside rent asunder, and 
, the whole fair city of Port Royal 


slipped Into the rising waters of ths 
harbor. 


This operation lasted but a few 


minutes. 
When it t\vas over , the 
ocean lay where the city had been. 


Later investigations showed that 
the town had stood upon a triangu- 
lar bank of sand which was laid up 
against and upon the shelving rock. 
When the great shocks shook the 
solid foundations of the island, the 
little delta upon which the city had 
stood was loosened from the shelf, 
and easily and rapidly slid into the 
water. 


The lives lost were estimated at 
three thousand. Many a piratical 
enterprise was sadly crippled by the 
disaster. 


When the weather is clear, tour- 
ists are taken out in boats to look 
down through the clear water of 
the Caribbean upon the ruins of 
the Pirate City. The walls of many 
of the houses that were engulfed 
still stand, covered by supporting 
encrustations of coral. 


A few efforts to recover 
the 
treasure of the lost town by diving 
have been made, but without results 
considered at all satisfactory. Re- 
cent improvements in machinery for 
recovering sunken cargoes have re- 
vived the interest of treasure-seek- 
ers in the old town of Port Royal. 
It Is probable that much work will 
be required to bring up whatever 
gold and silver were in the town. 
Coarl 
covers everything, hiding 
treasure while protecting it. There 
is a good field for work for an en- 
terprising submarine engineer at 
this place. 
There is only a small cluster of 
little houses on the peninsula now 
extending into the sea, close to the 
site of the ancient Port Royal. 
People are afraid to live there. 
Port Royal was shaken down by 
an earthquake once, In 1602, long 
before the final disaster. A little 
town was built beside the submerg- 
ed wreck of a, city after the catas- 
trophe of 1692, but it was destroyed 
by fire in 1702, and, when rebuilt, 
was washed away by a tidal wave In 
1722. 
Rebuilt, it was laid flat by a 
hurricane in 1774. While the site 
was again occupied by a small town, 
the customs and other official es- 
tablishments were removed to Kins 
ston. The new Port Royal was again 
burned in 1750, and was wiped out 
by another hurricane in 1784. Once 
more the village that grew up was 
burned in 1815, and in 1850 almost 


i the whole population of the renewed 
town was killed by cholera. Since 
then the place has been almost de- 
serted. It would take a rather 
persistent town-builder to start a

New First "Methodist CKurck at Beatrice, One of 


The Finest in State, to Be Dedicated Next Sunday 


Dedication of the new $200,000 First Methodist church at Beatrice will be held during the week of June 1. The new church follows old 


English Gothic style of architecture both in the interior and the exter ior. The main auditorium which will seat 700 persons contains a pipe 
organ presented by the Kilpatrick Bros, in memory of their father an d mother. The otgan is one of the largest in the state. The tower as 
shown in the picture above stands ninety-two feet above the surface of the earth. The arrangement of the interior provides for separate 
assembly rooms for all departments of the church school jrhich will ma ke it possible for the auditorium to be reserved for worship. 
Dedica- 


tion services will start Sunday, June 1 with services in the morning, a fternoon and evening. 
A reception for church and Sunday school 


members will be held Monday evening. 
An organ recital will be give n Tuesday evening and a general reception for the public will be held 


Thursday evening-. 


Sunday June 1 will mark the 


opening of one of Nebraska s finest 
new churches. The new building 
which will be occupied by the First 
Methodist church of Beatrice has 
been erected at 
a total cost of 


nearly 
$200,000. The old English 


Gothic style 
been carried 


of architechue has 
out htroughout the 


whole design of the church. 


The edifice stands on the corner 


of Sixth and Elk streets, the loca- 
tion of the two Methodist churches 
which stood there before the pre- 
sent one was erected. 
Standing 


well back from both streets entirely 
surrounded by beautiful hedges and 
trees the structure commands the 
attention of every passerby. 


The main body** of the church is 
made of Silverdale limestone with 
alternating smooth-cut and rough- 
finish stone in irregular order. The 
window Tenements on the exterior 
are trimmed in Bedford limestone 
as is the tower which rises ninety- 
tow feet above the ground. 


The roof is of gray slate which 


se"ts off the beauty of the limestone 
•walls and the large colored win- 
dows. A large floodlight has been 
placed opposite the large window at 
the front of the building which may 
be lighted so as to bring out the 
beauty of the glass masterpiece. 


Use Old Comestone. 


As 
one 
enters 
the 
building 


through the mam entrance only a 
slight change is noticeable from the 
outdoors. The ceiling of the en- 
trance room carries out a sky ef- 
fect with oak paneling and oak 
beams. To the left of the entry 
way is the cornerstone of the first 
church e-ar built in Beatrice and 
one of the oldest in the state. 


Due to the wearing winds and 
rains of time the carving on the 
old corner stone has nearly been 
erased but the outline of the year 
can be faintly traced. This old 
cornerstone was in the original 
stone church and was also vsed as 
a 
cornerstone for the building 


which was used by the congrega- 
tion previous to the building of the 
present structure. 
The entry way leads to the nar- 


thex which runs the full width of 
the auditorium. The narthex has 
a domed ceiling with paneled walls 
and arches leading to the audi- 
torium proper and the parlors on 
either side. Toi the north of the 
tower entrance and immediately to 
the west of the nathex .is the 
auditorium. 
Over tin doors lead- 
ing to the auditorium are emblems 
representing the Trinity. Over one I 
door is The Hand, God: over the 
, 


middle door is The Lamb. Christ j 
and over the third door is The , 
Dove, The Holy Spirit. 
! 
Seats Seven Hundred. 
' 


The main auditorium faces west?) 
and seats approximately 700 people 


dedicated, were pioneer residents 
of Nebraska and charter mem- 
bers of the First Methodist chruch 
of Beatrice. 


At the north of the console is 


the swell organ chambers and the 
choir 
organ 
chambers. 
On the 
south is the pedal organ and the 
great organ. 
The large harp is 


also located to the north of the 
console. 
South of the balcony is 


the echo organ and the chimes. 
The altar furtniture of the church 
is of white oak stained to a dark 
color. The pews and other furni- 
ture in the auditorium are of the 
same> wood. The choir rooms are 
located at «iie back and under- 
neath the choir loft which houses 
the- console. 


Leaving the auditorium one may 
pass through the narthex to the 
church parlor. The parlor is fur- 
nished with deep, rich rugs and 
original 
oil 
paintings 
by 
art 


masters. At the south end of the 
parlor is a 
huge 
fireplace. 
A 


small 
kitchenette 
for teas and 
light refreshments is located to the 
south of the parlor. 


South of the kitchenette is the 


office of the Sunday school super- 
intendent, the secretary and the 
school treasurer. 
South of the 
narthex is a large assembly room 
which wil be used for the senior 
Sunday school assembly, the Ep- 
worth League, 
prayer 
meetings, 


official board meetings, ladies' aid, 
and with the 
narthex 
and the 
parlor, may be converted into one 
large room for large social gather- 
ings. 


Large Class Room;. 


Southeast of the assembly room 
is a large Sunday 
school 
class 


room which will be used for one 
of the larger classes of the school. 
Southwest of the assembly and in 
the extreme southwest corner of 
the church 
is the pastor's study 


\ 


and the church offices. 
On the ground floor, which is 


reached by entrances at the west, 
south and east, is located Sun- 
day school rooms and the dining 
rooms. 
To the left of the main 


entrance are the cradle roll and 
nursery rooms and the beginners 
room. The nursery room is fur- 
nished in blue and the beginners 
room is furnished in pink. 
On the right side of the en- 


trance is the primary room and 
the men's rest room. Going down 
the steps to the right is the coat 
room beyond which is the ladies 
rest room. Going down the steps 
to the right is tbe kitchen'which 
13 fully equipped for 
large ban- 


quets or small dinners. 
To the north of the kitchen is 
the boiler room and the fan room. 
The fan room controls the cir- 
culation 
of air 
throughout the 


building. 
West of the kitchen is 


the serving room and west of the 
serving room is the dining room 
which is also used for the adult 
department of the Sunday school. 
At the west end 
of the 
dining 
room is a stage with 
footlight, 
dressing rooms, etc, for plays and 
entertainments. 
To the west of 
the main entrance to the dining 
room is the passage to the Tower 
room and a room used 
for the 
storing of tables. 


The third floor may be reached 


through the main entrance or "by 
the 
south 
entrance. 
As one 


ascends the stairs to the couth 
class rooms for the senior and in- 
termediate 
departments 
are lo- 


cated around 
an open balcony 


which looks down on the main as- 
sembly room. North of the class 
rooms is the Intermediate assembly, 
and to the north of the assembly 
are found the junior assembly, and 
Class rooms. 


All departments of the church 
school 
have 
separate 
assembly 


rooms. 
On special occasions the 


entire school will meet in the audi- 
torium. To the west of the junior 
assembly is the church balcony and 
the echo organ, somh of the echo 
organ is the stairway to the tower. 
In the town is the Tower Sunday 
school class room.
